The farm w oods of O hio involve a 
wide diversity ol soils and tim ber 
types, and since they are relatively 
small, scattered units, the form u­ 
lation 
of 
policies 
principles and 
plans for th eir m anagem ent and 
use presents m any problem s. 
The 
present survey, which is state-w ide. 
is for th e purpose of securing facts 
necessary for future intensive re ­ 
search w hich m ay solve th e prob­ 
lem as to uses for such woodlands. 
R upp says; “It is not th e purpose 
of this survey to m ake bro,id claim s 
for farm forestry, nor to m ake rec­ 
om m endations 
to
